These men 
are furnished by the Depart- 
ment of Economic Security and 
have been used to plant trees, ( 
control forest fires, build trails ’ 
and do other maintenance work.

Production for the year to 
date indicates an increase of 
3 50 per cent over the 5,827,360 
tons at the same date last year.

City Attorney Ernest Faulk- 
ner asked for an injunction di. 
recting the defendants to re- 
open and make available for 
public usage the Arcade pass, 
ageway, which is a part o< the 
store building owned by the 
defendants on M^ain, next to the 
Hazard Lunch.

Davis in 1941, and that he pro- 
vided the Arcade separate and 
apart from the main building, 
adding that it was used by the 
public without objection on the 
part of the owners from that 
time until January 12. 

Judge W’ard aUso noted that 
the defendants became the own. 
ers of the property in 1958, and. 
in 1962. at the defendant’s re- 
quest, the City gave permission 
for closing tlie Arcade during 
certain hours of the night. 

This situation was maintained 
until January when the jrass. 
way was permanently closed. 

Combs had requested the Ar- 
cade to be closed at night be. 
cause several break-ins occurred 
through the doors and windows 



to his firm inside the passway 
and caused him substantial 
losses. 

The suit was filed in early 
February by the City after citi. 
zens protest had forced the City 
Commissioners to draw a re.solu- 
tion against the closing. Their 
resolution read: 

First point in the resolution 
noted that the arcade and pass, 
way were set aside for public 
use by the former owners of 
the property, at the time the 
building was constructed by him 
and was maintained by him and 
used by the public generally 
for more than five years, and 
has been used by the general 
public and considered a public 
way for more than five years 
since the present owners pur- 
chased the property.

versely affect business on Main 
and High Streets, including the 
business owners of the Arcade 
Building, and will greatly in- 
convenience a large number of 
citizens, including business peo.

idents of Baker Avenue, Wal- 
nut Street, Davis Street, Mem- 
orial Drive or the Bvpass, the

Fumbling Hazard Squeaks By Stubborn Whitesburg, 21-20, For No. 4

A fired-tip nest of Yellowjackets chased Hazard’s 
undefeated Bulldogs all over the field Friday night, 
but were unable to get the final sting as the Bulldogs 
staved off Whitesburg 21-20 in a palpitatingly good, 
close football game. 

The win ran Hazard’s record to 4-0 and dorp. 
ped Whitesburg into the red with a 2-3 ledger. 

Whitesburg Halfback William Wright ran Haz- 
ard’s defense dizzy as he repeatedly turned the corn- 
ers for yardage, picking up 105 yards on nineteen 
carries, good for all the Whitesburg points. 

Hazard's offerua ran into considerable trouble in 
the second half and were held scoreless. Houston 
Hogg scored one touchdown for the Dogs, tossed 
another, and gained 76 yards, but he made a couple 
of costly fumbles in the third quarter, one of which 
led to the Yellowiackets third touchdown. 

Hazard opened the scoring in the first quarter as 
Hogg smashed into the end zone from one yard out 
with 5:34 left to climax a short drive of 37 yards that 
saw Hogg caiTy the ball seven times with Fred Barir 



ett and Keith Reynolds interrupting his string by add- 
ins first dow'ns to the cause. 

On the extra point, a bad snap from center created 
a brief problem but Hogg lateraled to quarterlwck 
Bill Morgan and he tacked the extra point on with 
a dash past the double stripes. 

Whitesburg and Hazard exchanged the ball on 
downs before Whitesburg marched for their first 
score, covering 48 yards in five plays. After five-yard 
gains by Curt Neice and John Fairchilds. Wright turn- 
ed the end for 12 to the 25 and Donnie Fields followed 
with a 15 yard run. 

Wright, a sophomore, then swept the left side 
from the 10 for the touchdown. He added the extra 
point and the score was 7-7. 

The Bulldogs returned the Kickoff to the 35 and 
on first down, Reynolds fumbled to the Jackets. 

A pats from QB Steve Frazier to Wright was good 
for thirty yards, but a penalty set Whitesburg back to 
the 25. Frazier rolled out to the 10 and Wright scored 
on the next play. His EPA run was good and Hazard 
was down for the first time this season, 14.7. 

'I'he Bulldogs stormed back quickly, taking the 
kickoff to the 42. From there Morgan hit Reynolds 
with a 58-yard TD pa.ss with 4:15 lelt in thi'i second 



quarter. Morgan split the uprights for the ERA and 
the score was 14-14. 

Hazard slopped Whitesburg’s running attack cold 
on the next series and the Jackets punted out to the 
Hazard 50. On a dip.sy-doodle play, Morgan handed off 
to Hogg going right, Hogg then passed to Morgan in 
the left flat, who goosesteppeil by one defender and 
sailed into the end zone. He kicked the extra point and 
with 1:04 left in the half. Hazard led 21-14. 

At the start of the second half. Hazard returned 
the kick to the 37. Hoqq fumbled the pigskin to 
Whitesburg and the Jackets drove to the nine, where 
a 4th-and-7 oass fell incomolete. 

On the very next play, Hogg again fumbled and 
Whitesburg recovered on the 12. They were penalized 
five yards for loo much time, but after a .seven yard 
run by Fairchild, Wright scampered 10 yards to make 
the score 21-‘20 with 5:19 to go in the third quarter. 

Wright swept the right side of Hazard's defensive 
line in the try for an all-important extra point, but the 
line rose to the occasion and threw him out at the two. 

Hazard was forced to punt on the ensuing series 
of downs and, Whitesburg began a desperation drive 
for the goal, highlighted by a 31. yard pass from Fra- 



zier to Fields and a 12-yard run by Wright. 

The Bulldogs halted the attack on the 13th and with 
a 4lh-aiul-l lacing them, Whitesburg attempted a 
field goal, but Rolibie iluski-s.son’s kick was blocked 
by tackle 0 .1 Rowe, ending Wliilesburg’s last threat 
of the evening.
